Robe a la Frangaise (open gown with visible petticoat). Being fashionable in mid-18th century England meant dressing in the style of the French court. Skirts 
were very wide, and supported by hip extenders called "panniers" because they looked like baskets. Extending a woman's height was a tall coiffure often 
decorated. They were finely crafted wigs, masking unkempt or uncolored hair.

Trumpet Flowers. This is a rare example of “synchromism." The movement—developed by the American artists Stanton Macdonald-Wright and Morgan Russell 
in Paris in 1913— attempted to synthesize art and music through the use of color. (The term itself means, simply, “with color.”) The two artists believed that color, 
rather than line, should play a dominant role in their work and that this new style had the potential to evoke distinctive emotional and spiritual experiences. Note 
how the cascading brushstrokes in MacDonald Wright’s abstract still life seem to capture every color in the spectrum, like brilliant bursts of a rainbow.
